BEETHOVEN: SYMPHONY NO. 2 IN D MAJOR, Op. 36. Pitts- 
burgh Symphony Orchestra, Fritz Reiner, conductor. This joyous 
symphony, one of the brightest that Beethoven composed, is 
positive proof that q piece of music does not always reflect the 
feelings of its creator. For it was written during a period of 
illness, when Beethoven had just concluded an unsuccessful 
love affair, and when he was despairing over his increasing 
deafness. When it was first performed in 1803, the symphony 
was criticized as being too long, too harsh-sounding and too 
abrupt in its harmonic modulations, but today it is considered 
to be a leader among works in this form. Fritz Reiner conducts 


his accomplished musicians in a vivacious performance of this.

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BIZET: SYMPHONY IN C MAJOR » BIZET: CARMEN-EN- 
TR'ACTE (Prelude to Act III). Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra 
of New York, Artur Rodzinski, conductor. Usually, when one 
thinks of Georges Bizet, he associates him with the opera 
Carmen or the incidental music to L'Arlesienne. But when he 
was only seventeen, he composed a delightful symphony. This 
work lay dormant and neglected for eighty years. It was dis- 
covered in 1935 in the library of the Paris Conservatory, and 
was promptly given its world premiete by the late Felix Wein- 
gartner. During the past ten years, it has become a treasured 
part of the symphonic repertoire. Rodzinski gives it a clean-cut, 
dashing interpretation that is bound to win many new friends 
for this charming work. On the final record side is a lovely 
reminder that Bizet also composed Carmen.

Rogal-Lewitzsky). Dimitri Mitropgulos conducting the Robin 
Hood Dell Orchestra. Ever since the advent of the film A Song 
to Remember, the music of Chopin has enjoyed unprecedented 
popularity. When Dimitri Mitropoulos visited Russia several 
years ago, he met the young composer, Dimitri Rogal-Lewitzsky, 
and was shocked to find that, owing to the acute paper short- 
age, he was forced to write his music on old wrapping paper. 
Mitropoulos sent him a large stock of music paper, in gratitude 
for which the young man sent him Chopiniana. This collectior. 
of Chopin pieces, brilliantly orchestrated and thrillingly per- 
formed, includes the Revolutionary Etude, Nocturne No. 13 in 
C Minor, Mazurka No. 25 in B Minor, Waltz No. 14 in E Minor 
and the popular Polonaise No. 6 in A-Flat Major.

PAUL WHITE: SEA N TY FOR HARP AND STRINGS. Edna 
Phillips, harp, with i der Hilsberg and Sol Ruden, violins, 
Samuel Roens, viola, Sanfuel Mayes, ‘cello, and Anton Torello, 
bass. Under the musical alrection of Eugene Ormandy. The harp 
is one of the loveliest cf all instruments, but there has been 
very little music written fbr it. This splendid composition by the 
American composer anda onductor, Paul White, is, therefore, a 
most welcome addition fo the harp literature. He has taken 
three sailor chanties, soñgs that date back to the days when 
American clipper ships failed the seven seas and now lying 
neglected among old archives, and has arranged them into a 
gay three-movement suite. The songs are: Blow the Man Down, 
Tommy's Gone Forever and When Johnny Comes Down to Hilo. 
The music is expertly played by Edna Phillips, solo harpist of 
The Philadelphia Orchestra, for whom it was composed.

BORODIN: PRINCE IGOR-POLOVTSIAN DANCES. The Phila- 
delphia Orchestra, Eugene Ormandy, conductor. Borodin's 
opera, Prince Igor, a classic among Russian works for the lyric 
stage, is seldom performed in this country, but the colorful 
Polovtsian Dances, which occur in the second act, appear on 
many a conceft and ballet program. The opera tells the story 
of Igor, Prince of Sewersk, who leads his people in battle 
against the fierce Polovtsi tribes. He is captured by the enemy, 
but Khan Kondhak, leader of the Polovtsi, treats him not as a 
prisoner but ds an honored guest. For the Prince's entertain- 
ment, the tribesmen perform a series of exciting dances. It is 
these dances, rich with their oriental flavor, that are so bril- 
liantly interpreted by Ormandy and superbly recorded by 
Columbia.

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HEROLD: ZAMPA-OVERTURE. Efrem Kurtz conducting the Phil- 
harmonic-Symphony Orchestra of New York. A favorite number 
on many a ‘‘pop" concert program is the overture to the comic 
opera Zampa by the French composer, Louis Joseph Ferdinand 
Hérold. The opera, which, despite its popular curtain-raiser, is 
not often performed, concerns the pirate, Zampa, who betrays 
his sweetheart. Many years later, he returns from-his voyaging 
om tries to marry another girl. But the statue of his first love 
comes to life and drags him to his doom in the sea. It is a 
pleasure to welcome back to Columbia the eminent conductor, 
Efrem Kurtz, who is to conduct a brilliant new series of Master- 
works recordings. He directs a magnificent, well-recorded per- 
formance of this sprightly overture.
